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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lerch 
(5130915). Lerch discloses a dome shaped structural system consisting of : 

1. a compression ring 18 

2. a lower ring 40 that is larger than the compression ring and spaced below 
the compression ring and the compression ring is centered in relation to 
the lower ring 

3. Lower ring sections 40 are spliced together to form the lower ring 

4. a plurality of spaced ribs 16 connected to the compression ring and the 
lower ring 

5. the compression ring, the lower ring and the connected ribs form a 
structural system with a dome sped appearance 

6. 

Wooden and metal frames are well known in the art of building structure. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would have appreciated using either material depending on the 
desired appearance and function of the building structure. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lerch in view of Saito et al. (5146719). Lerch lacks the ribs formed of wood material as 
those of Saito et al 's wooden dome. It would have been obvious to make the dome ribs 
of wood to show the texture of the wooden structure to the maximum. 

Claims 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lerch 
in view of Pearcy et al (5724775). Lerch discloses the lower ring with a plurality of rib 
supporting members 35. Lerch further shows the lower ring and the compression ring 
connected by positioning each rib. Pearcy et al (4488392) shows a dome with a 
compression and lower ring. The compression ring includes a plurality of rib mounting 
flanges 23. The ends of the ribs to be connected to the compression ring have slots 
near ref. No. 26 in figure 4; the slots are configured to be received by the rib mounting 
flanges 23. there is a connection of the ribs with the lower ring and the compression ring 
wherein each rib slot is positioned in the support member and the opposite end slo of a 
rib is received in the rib mounting flange. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1- and 3-1 1 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
